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The PREFACE. 


HE Propoſer of this intended Fund, tahing notice that 

many Propoſals, which from time to time have been 

offered to the Public for the better Relieving and Em- 
ploying the Poor, and the greater Encouragement of Trade, 
have not been put into due Practice, hath thought fir to add 
his Mite therets, not only by publiſhing his own Propoſals, 
with Reaſons ſhewing the Benefits which the Puvlick as well 
as many private Perſons will receive by ſuch a Fund, but alſo 
by ſetting the ſame on foot with all poſſible ſpeed by the Vo- 
luntary Contributions of his Friends and Acquaintance, and 
of ſuch other Charitable Perſons, of all Perſuaſrons or Pro- 
feſſions whatſoever in Matters of Keligion, as ſhall be wile 
ling to lend a hand to ſo good a Work, whereby they have an 
Opportunity, to do good to all Men, (as St. Paul Exhorts, 
Gal. 6. 10.) And to ſhew thei Faith by their Works, 
Fam. 2. And as he doth not aim, by the Eſtabliſhment of 
this Fund, at having any Reward for his Pains, wich being 
the thing commonly deſign'd by moſt Projectors, is the Reaſon that 
many good Projeits, tho never ſo axvantagions to the Publicky 
bave often miſcarried, or been dropt vy themſelves, when they 
found that they would not anſwer their private Ends. He 
hopes, with the Bleſſing of Cod, and the good Example of 
bis ſ*ia Friends and Acquaintance (who have not only pro- 
miſed to give or lend Mon) towards the Eſtabli ſiment 
of the ſaid Fund, but alſo to uſe their beſt Endeuvours 
zo get all their Friends and Acquaintance to ds the ſame) to 
ſſce it ſhortly in a fair i of being Accompliſh'd. And ſince 
no Deſicn whatſoever can tale Effect, excepr ſome body ſet his 
hand to and begin it; if there ſhall be any Perſons who for 
particular Reaſons are not willing to ſubjcribe to the ſaid Fund, 
they are deſired not to hinder o:bers; it being boped, That as 
Paul Planted, Apollos water'd, and God gave the Increafe, 
I Cor. 3. 6. and this Fund is chiefly intended for the Relief 
of Poor, neceſſitaus and oppreſſed Perſons, Reforming the Man- 
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mers of looſe and diſordcrly People, and the preventing of Vice 
in their Children; God will incline the Hearts of many that are 
Pious and Charuable to become Contributors, to it to the Glory 
of his Holy Name. 
It is alſo hoped that not many Perſons will ſay that Charity 
is Cold, (as ſome few Rich Men have done, who nevertheleſs 
have offer dio lend ſeveral Thouſand Pounds towards the Eſta- 
bliſhment of this Fund, if they might be allo 5 per Cent. 
Ini ereſt per Annum for their Aony) and that while this War 
laſteth, and Taxes lie ſo heavy as they do, it is not a proper 
Time to undertake ſuch a Fund, To which it might be An- 
ſwered, That tho Gaming, Luxury, Gluttony, Drunkenneſs, 
and other Debaucheries, (which are now daily practiſed in this 
City, as well as in time of Peace, have often ruined many Fa- 
milies, yet Charity, which our Saviour hath promiſed to Re- 
ward, were it but a Cup of cold Water, Matib. 10. 42. 
aid never impoveriſh any. And if it is cold in ſome fer Rich 
Hen, (who yet are not required as the young Man was by our 
Saviour, Mark 10. 21. To ſell all they have and give it 
to the Poor that they may have Treaſure in Heaven,) it 
is not ſo with ſeveral other ſort of People; there being many 
Perſo1s, who tho they get their Livel:hood with much Labour 
and Care, have of themſelves voluntarily declar'd and promi- 
ſea, that they will give or lend Aony to the ſaid Fund accord- 
ing to their ſeveral Abilities, ſo ſoon as the Governors ſhall be 
Elected and Choſen, and they the ſaid Governors, ſhall have ap- 
pointed Officers to receive the ſame, to be applied according to the 
Propoſals. And whereas it hath alſo been ſaid that the Eſtabliſh» 
ment of this Fund for the ſeveral Purpoſes mentioned in the 
ſaid Propoſals, is a very great Undertaking, which will re- 
quire great Sums of Mony, but will be a glorious thing if it 
can be accompliſl/d; it is anſwered, That bo Greatneſs of the 
Undertaking ought not to diſcourage any body from Contri- 
buting to it ; for as it cannot reaſonably be imagined that the 
ſeveral things propoſed can all be done at once; the Governors 
(who doubtleſs will all be Perſons of Activity, Honeſty, and 
good Fudgment) will cauſe thoſe to be done firſt that will 
be moſt pleaſing to the Contributors, and afterwards proceed 
7 degrees to get the reſt accompli ſſ d as ſoen as they ſhall 
be enabled to do it. And as all the great things that have 
been done in this World have had a Beginning, and this gre 
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and famous City would not have been what it is now, if ſome 

articular Perſons had not ſet their hands to the buildi 
thereof and laid the firſt Foundation of it. So likewiſe this Fund 
may be Eſtabliſh'd by the Voluntary Contributions of Charitable 
Perſons, and the firſt Foundation of it laid, with the Mony 
which ſhall be received from thoſe that are willing to ſubſcribe 
rowaras it. 

It appears by the Liſt on the back of the Title Page, that 
the Mony given in the Tear 1698, by ſeveral Contributors for ſet= 
ting at Work the Poor of the City of Briſtol (which is but a ſmall 
Place in compariſon to this) amounted but to 5501. the in the 
Tear 1704. by the additional Gifts of ſeveral of them the ſaid 
Contributors and other charitable Perſons, it did amount to 
3240 l. which may now be much more. 

The Building of the Temple of Jeruſalem was alſo a very 
great Undertaking, and how great and glorious it was one 
may gueſs by the time it was a building, which was 7 Tears, 
1 Kings 6. 38. and by the number of the Morhmen which 
were one Hundred and Fifty Thouſand, beſides Three Thouſand 
Three Hundred of King Solomon's Officers which Ruled over 
them, 1 Kings 15. 16. and yet we ſee that with the Bleſſing 
of God, and the good Example and Recommendation of King 
David to his People, a vaſt Treaſure was laid up for that 
purpoſe; whereupon the J eople rejoiced, becauſe with perfect 
Heart they offered willingly to the Lord. David the King 
alſo rejoiced with great joy, 1 Chron. 29. 5, 10 9. 

And the Iſraelites when they were in the Wilaerneſi, and 
had no Livings and Land to poſſeſs, no Houſes or Cities to 
dwell in; no ſooner underſtood of the preparing and building 
of a Tabernacle, but preſently they were ſo heartily willing, 
and ſo bountiful in bringing Gifts and Offerings unto the Lord, 
that a Proclamation was made to reſtrain them from bringing 
any more, Exod. 35. and 36. 

And tho the Eſtabliſhment of this Fund, is a great Underta- 
king, yet it being for the Honour and Glory of God, in the Relief 
which a great number of poor, neceſſitous, and oppreſſed Perſons 
will receive thereby: It is hoped that with his Bleſſing, and the 
good Example and & ecommendation of our moſt gracious Queen 
(who hath ofren given many Proofs of her Pious and Charita- 
ble Zeal, and particularly by her late moſt noble Gift of the 
Revenues of Temhis, and firſt Fruits to improve the Mainte-

mance of the poor Clergy) many of her good Subſects will cheer- 


Fully contribute thereto, according to their ſeveral Abilities : 
The late Eſtabliſhment of the great number of Charity Schools

6. That for preventing Frauds in any ſuch Election, every Hector or 
Electrice, who ſhall he ſuſpected to have had any thing given or allow'd, 
or cen promis'd to have it given ora!low'd, in order to get him or her to 
contribute to the ſaid Fund, and Ele& and Chuſe ſome particular Perſons 
or Perſon to be Governor or Governors thereof, ſhall, if requir'd 
by any Five or more of the ſaid Su ſcribers, at the Time of rhe firſt 
Election, or y any Five or more of the Governors for the Time being, 
at any other Time of Flection, efore he or ſhe be permitted to put his 
or her Liſt into the aforeſaid Glaſs or Box, make Oath (or if One of 
the People called Quakers, Solemn Affirmation) before any of her Maje- 
ſty's Juſtices of rhe ieace, or any other Perſon or Perſons legally Em- 
powered to Adminiſter the tame, as followeth, viz.

That for the better preſerving the Credit of the faid Fund, no 
Mony ſhall be lent out of it but upon Goods Pavyn'd therein, of a ſuffi- 
cient value to anſwer the ſame, with the Pawn- Mony, after the Rate of 
one Farthing in the Pound per Week, for every Pound or Twenty Shil- 
lings that ſhall be lent on them; beſides one Farthing more in the Pound 
per Week for the Trouble and Charge of the Lombard or Pawn-Office, 
and what the Governors ſhall Order to be taken for Ware-houſe Room,

18. That for preventing Loſſes which at any time might happen to ths 
ſaid Fund, ty ſome of the Goods pawn'd therein, in caſe the Bearers of 
ſuch Tickets ſhould neglect to fetch them away within ſuch time that 
the Goveraors ſhall think fit to appoint, the ſaid Governors ſhall cauſe 
them tobe publickly ſold to the higheſt Bidders, after one Months publick 
notice given of the time and place of ſuch Sale, and of the Mony raiſed 
thereby, what hath been lent on them being firſt Deducted with the 
Pawn-Moncy, and what the ſaid Governors ſhall think fit to order to be 
taken tor the Charge of ſuch Sale, beſides Ware-houſe Room, and other 
incident Charges, if they are Bulky, as aforeſaid ; the overplus ſhall be 
paid to the Bearers of ſuch Tickets upon demand. 

19. That for the greater convenicncy of allPerſons who ſhall have oc- 
caſion to Paven Goods in the ſaid Fund, feveral Places ſhall be appointed 
within the aforcſaid Pariſhes to receive the ſame, as it is practiſed in the 
City of Amſterdam, where 2 Lomb ard or Paven Office is kept; but none 
hall be taken in but from Perſons whoſe Names, Places of Abode, and 
good Reputation ſhall he known to the Officers by whom they ſhall be 
Received, to the End that if at any time ſtolen Goods ſhall happen to be 
Pawn'd in the ſaid Fund, the Thicves may be diſcovered. 

20. That to prevent confulion in the Accounts of the ſaid Fund, they 
ſhall be Ballanced- every Monday throughout the Year, and examin'd by 
every Treaſurer at the beginning of his Month, in the Preſence of an 
Three or more of the Governors, and ſuch other Perſons as ſhall be 
appointed for that purpoſe. And if Mony ſhall at any time be want- 
ing to be Lent out upon Pawns, or for any other occaſion relating- 
to the ſaid Fund, the ſaid Governors ſhall at any of their General

23. That upon Application, which at any time ſhall be made to the 
aforeſaid Committee of Governors, y any Perſons compl.ining that they 
are Wrong'd or Oppreſs d, and not able to help themielves, The ſaid 
Committee ſhall forthwith order ſo.ne of the Officers of the ſaid Fund to 
ſtate their Caſe in Writing, and preſent th- fame at their next general 
Meeting: And upon peruſal thereof. if they find that they arc really 
Wrong d or Oppreſs'{ and want Aſſiſtance, ſt all cauſe ſo much Mony of 
the ſaid Fund, as they ſhall think fi, to e apply d for their R-lict, in 
2 legal Way, in caſe the Perions they ſhall einploy to get their Gricvan-

think fit, to take an Account in Writing of the Names,Sirnames,Sex, Age, 
places of Abode, and Occupation of every of them the {aid Poor, and of 
what is allow'd them in the ſaid Pariſhes, diſtinguiſhing thoſe who arc 
not able to get their Livelihood from thoſe that can. 

25. That the ſaid Governors ſhall from time to time apply ſo much 
Mony of the ſaid Fund, as they ſhall think fit, to buy Coals and other 
things Neceſſary for poor People, to be laid up into Store-Houſes, and 
Sold to them by Retail at ſuch cheap Rate, as they the ſaid Governors 
ſhall judge Convenient in the Winter and time of War. 

26. That the ſaid Governors ſhall alſo apply ſo much Mony of the 
ſaid Fund as they ſhall think fit, for the Hireing, Purchaſing or Build- 
ing a convenient Houſe or Place for keeping the 8 and for the Hire- 
ing, Furchaſing or Building as many Ware-Houſes, Store-Houſes, 2 
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other Places as they ſhall judge neceſſary to take in the Goods, which 


from time to time ſtall be brought to Pawn, and to lay up ſuch 
Coals and other Neceſſaries as are to be Bought, and Sold by Retail 
to poor People as aforeſaid; and alſo to Enſure from Fire all, or any 
of the Honſes, Buildings, and Goods belonging to the ſaid Fund, or 
Pawn'd therein. 

27. That the faid Governors ſhall alſo apply ſo much Mony of the 
aid Fund, as they ſhall think fit, for the Hireing, Purchaſing, or Build- 
ing ſo many Hoſpitals as there ſhall be occation for, to Receive and Main- 
tain ſuch poor People as they ſhall judge neceſſary to be taken in; who, 
by reaſon of their great Age, Childhood, Blindneſs, Lameneſs, and o- 
ther Infirmities, are not able to get their Livelihood; and alſo for pro- 
viding the ſaid Hoſpitals with all things requiſite thereunto. 

28 That the fail Governors ſhall allo apply ſo much Mony of the 
ſaid Fund, as they ſhall think fit, tor the ſupport of the London Work- 
Houſe Eſta"liſh'd in Biſhopſgateſtreet; and alſo for the Hircing, Purcha- 
ſing, or Building in the Ou'-pir's of this City, as many ſuch Work- 
Houſes as they ſhall judge Neceſſary, to fet poor People at Work, and 
for providing the ſame with all things requiſite thereunto, and Em- 
ploying ſome of the fiid poor People at their reſpective place of Abode: 
And likewiſe for the Eſtabliſi:ing and Maintaining as many Charity- 
Schools as they ſhall judge neceſſary, within any of the aforeſaid Pariſhes 
where there is not yet any Eſta liſn'd, for the Education and Cloathing 
of poor Peoples Children of both or either Sex, and teaching them to 
Read, Write, Caſt Accoun's, and Work, and for putting ſome of them 
out Apprentices : Provided always, and for preventing Frauds in the 
diſpoſal of any of the Goods, which at any tin e ſhall be Wrought by 
ſuch poor People, or any other things elonging to the {aid Fund, none 
(except what ſhall te Retailed as aforeſaid) ſhall be fold otherwiſe than 
at publick Sales to the higheſt Bidders. 

29. That the ſaid Governors ſhall alſo apply fo much Mony of 
the faid Fund, as they ſha!l think fir, to employ poor People in 
{weeping and cleaning the Streets and other places, within the 
faid Pariſhes, clearing them trom Beggars, making of Walks, and re- 
pairing the High-ways in the Avenues ot this City; and allo for any 
other things, mentioned in this Book, which are not particularly named 
in theſe Propoials, and may Lawtully be done; provided always, that 
the Mony, which at any time ſhall be laid out as atorefaid, ſtall not ex- 
ceed what ſhall from time to time be given to the {aid Fund, with the 
profits ariſing from the Pawns. | 

30. That the ſaid Governors ſhall alſo take care that all the Mony. 
which from time to time ſhall be Lent to, or depoſited in the ſaid 
Fund, may always be found therein, or Goods ot a ſufficient Value 
to anſwer the ſame, that the Relief which poor neceſſitous and op- 
preſſed Perſons ſhall have had thereby, may always continue and en- 
creaſe; and ſhall likewiſe take care that whatſoever ſhall, from time to 
time, be given to the ſaid Fund for any particnlar thing relating there- 
2 ſhall be applied accordingly, and a particular account kept there- 
Ot.

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S$ Neceſſity hath no Law, fo likewiſe neceſſitous Perſons who 
want Mony for their preſſing Occaſions, and do not know 
where to get it immediately, are oftentimes forced to com- 
ply with the unreaſonable Terms of Pawn-Brokers, (thoſe ne- 

ceſſary Evils in ſuch Caſes) to be immediately ſupply d with the Mony 

they have Occaſion for, perhaps to keep themſelves out of Priſon, their 

Families from Starving, or for ſetting them to Work; tho? ſuch Brokers 


commonly take Six Pence in the Pound per Month fer what they lend 


upon Pawns, which is 30 per Cent, per Annum, and they ſeldom will 
lend Half a Crown, Five, Ten, Fifteen Shillings, or more, to poor People 
for a Weck's time upon Goods pawn d in their lands, for leſs than 
after the rate of ix Pence in the Pound, which in one Year's time a- 
mounts to Twenty Six Shilhngs, or 1301. for the Loan of one Hundred, 
belies the Improvement they make of the Pawn-Mony they receive 
every Week from ſuch poor Pcople, who commonly pawn their beſt 


Cloaths every Monday Morning (to buy Goods to ſell by Retail to get 


a Livelihood for themielves and their Families) and fetch them again out 
of Pawn at the Weeks End, to wear on S:74ay. 

And as the ſaid Brokers ſeldom lend more than a quarter or a third Parts 
or half the Value of the ''awns, (unleſs it be upon Plate) many neceſſitous 
Perſons are often forced to part with a great many more things than they 
can convenient!y ſpare to have the Mony they have Occaſion tor, where- 
by they and their Families endure a great deal of Hardſhip, which ſuch 
Brokers matter not: Knowing that as they have neceſſitous Perſons to 
deal with, who oftentimes, ty reaſon of Sickneſs or other Diſappoint- 
ments, cannot get Money to redeem the fame within ſuch Time that 
they the ſaid Brokers, their Executors or Adminiſtrators think fit to ap- 
point, or give Notice of in the London Gazette, they will be theirs for 
what they have lent on them (tho ſuch Notice may not come to the 
Owners knowledge): And belides, that as they do not give Notes or 
Tickets to deliver the Pavens back again (except ſometimes for ſach as 
are of a conſiderable Value, for which they take Bills of Sale, whereby 
they are forteited, if what is appointed to be paid for Redemption there- 
of, in which the Pawn-Mony is included, is not paid on a certain Day.) 
for fear that af er having kept them a long time, they ſhould be forced 
out of their Hands upon paying the Mony lent on them back again with 
Lawful Intereſt: if they happen to be imbezelbd ia their 5hops or Ware- 
houſes, or are denied by themſelves or their Servants, their Executors or 
Adininiſtrators, as it hath often been known; or that the Yerſons 
that pawn'd them die, no Satisfaction can be had for what they are 
worth, more than the Mony lent amounts to with the Paven- Mony; 
and the better to ſecure the fame tor themſelves, they have +ppraiſers 
and Friends of their own, who Appraiſe or Buy the ſaid pain at fuch 
low Rates as they think fit: So that by 2 Oppreſſions and evi Pꝛacti- 
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ſhall think fit. And as the faid Governors Office in the ſaid Fund 
will be Charitable and Honourable, and their trouble therein very in- 
conſiderable, having ſo many Officers, as they ſhall think fit, to Act un- 
der them, and do all the Buſineſs according to their Directions: And 
that if any of them the ſaid Governors finds the Execution of his Truſt 
too troubleſome, or prejudicial to his own particular Affairs, he may diſ- 
charge himſelf of it when he pleaſes, as is before mention'd (p. 2.) 
They ſhall not be allow'd any Sallaries for the ſame to be paid them our 
of the ſaid Fund.

The Reaſons for the aforeſaid Fund, 


S Neceſſity hath no Law, fo likewiſe neceſſitous Perſons who 
want Mony for their preſſing Occaſions, and do not know 
where to get it immediately, are oftentimes forced to com- 
ply with the unreaſonable Terms of Pawn-Brokers, (thoſe ne- 

ceſſary Evils in ſuch Caſes) to be immediately ſupply d with the Mony 

they have Occaſion for, perhaps to keep themſelves out of Priſon, their 

Families from Starving, or for ſetting them to Work; tho' ſuch Brokers 

commonly take Six Pence in the Pound per Month for what they lend 

upon Pawns, which is 30, per Cent. per Annum, and they ſeldom will 
lend Half a Crown, Five, Ten, Fifteen Shillings, or more, to poor People 
for a Week's time upon Goods pawn d in their !lands, for leſs than 

after the rate of ix Pence in the Pound, which in one Year's time a- 

mounts to Twenty Six Shill:ngs, or 130. for the Loan of one Hundred, 

beſides the Improvement they make of the Pawn-Mony they receive 
every Week from ſuch poor People, who commonly pawn their beſt 

Cloaths every Monday Morning (to buy Goods to ſell by Retail to get 

a Livelihood for themſelves and their Families) and fetch them again out 

of Pawn at the Weeks End, to wear on Sunday. 

And as the ſaid Brokers ſeldom lend more than a quarter or a third Part, 
or half the Value of the 1'awns, (unleſs it be upon Plate) many neceſſitous 
Perſons are often forced to part with a great many more things than they 
can convenient!y ſpare to have the Mony they have Occaſion tor, where- 
by they and their Families endure a great deal of Hardihip, which ſuch 
Brokers matter not: Knowing that as they have neceſſitous Perſons to 
deal with, who oftentimes, iy reaſon of Sickneſs or other Diſappoint- 
ments, cannot get Money to redeem the fame within ſuch Time that 
they the faid Brokers, their Executors or Adminiſtrators think fit to ap- 
point, or give Notice of in the London Gazette, they will be theirs for 
what they have lent on them (tho ſuch Notice may not come to the 
Owners knowledge): And belides, that as they do not give Notes or 
Tickets to deliver the Pavens back again (except ſometimes for ſuch as 
are of a conſiderable Value, for which they take Bills of Sale, whereby 
they are forteited, if what is appointed to be paid for Redemption chere- 
of, in which the Pawn-Mony is included, is not paid on a certain Day.) 
for fear that aficr having kept them a long time, they ſhould be forced 
out of their Hands upon paying the Mony lent on them back again with 
Lawful Intereſt: if they happen to be imbezelbd in their 5hops or Ware- 
houſes, or are denied by themſelves or their Servants, their Executors or 
Adininiſtrators, as it hath often been known; or that the Yerſons 
that pawn'd them die, no Satisfaction can be had for what they are 
worth, more than the Mony lent amounts to with the Pawn- Mony g 
and the better to ſecure the {ame tor themſelves, they have +ppraiſers 
and Friends of their own, who Appraiſe or Buy the faid pawi; ot ſuch 
low Rates as they think fit So that by 5 Oppreſſions and evi Practi- 
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ces, ſeveral of the ſaid Brokers enrich themſelves, and devour the Subſtance 
of many neceſſitous Perſons. 

Pawn B:okers that have but ſmall Stocks to trade with, are ſometimes 
ſupply'd with Mony by Uſurers at an extortious Rate, whereby, and by 
eing extravagant in their Expences, they become Bankrupts, and run 
away with all the Goods pawn'd in their Hands, to the great Loſs and 
Dif:ppointment of ihe Owners. And it hath often been known at the 
Seffions, that ſevcral of the ſaid Brokers and their Servants arc Confede- 
rates with Thieves and Shoplifters; who, as ſoon as they have ſtolen 
ſome Goos, or other things, do immediately ſecure the fame by ſending 
or carrying them to their Houſes, where they or their Servants buy them 
for an inconſidera le part of their Value, or lend it upon them, as it can 
be prove; ſo that they are as bad or worſe than the Thieves themſelves, 
by encouraging many Robberies which otherwiſe would not be com- 
mitted; for if there were no Receivers to diſpoſe of ſtolen Goods, there 
would he no Thieves: And as ſuch Thieves ſeldom fetch away the things 
they have pawn d; ſuch Brokers, who enrich themſelves thereby, do 
not think it their Intereſt to. diſcover them; ſo that it is to little purpoſe 
that Perſons who have heen robb d, do ſometimes put theniſelves to the 
Trou le and Charge of Advertiſements in the London Gazet/e, and other 
Publick News, to deſire Pawn-Brokers, that if any of the things of 
which they have been robb'd be offer d to pawn, they will ſtop them, 
with the Perſons bringing the ſame, promiling, that if they are already 
pawn'd they ſhall have their Mony again; as it may be ſeen by the Pro- 
cecdings of the Seffions held at the OL Bayley on the Fourth, Fifth, 
and Sixth Days of Fuly, 1705. Sir Owen Buckingham, Knight, Lord 
Mayor, viz. 

Folm Dun and Martha Witkins, of the Pariſh of St. Andrews Holbourn, 
were Indicted for a Miſdemeanor, for buying ſtolen Goods on the 224. 
of Fanuary laſt, knowing them to be ſtolen. The firſt Evidence depo- 
ſed, that the Lord Paſton was ro'-b'd of a great quantity of very Rich 
Apparel, which were afterwards found at Duu's Houſe. Another Evi- 
dence depoſed, that one Thomas Betts came to her and deſired her to 
meet him at the Sign of the Pea-hen in Tooley ſireet the next Nay, which 
ſhe did; and he and one Frau Stephens, and a Perſon called Grance, 
brought her part of the Goods, and told her that they were ſtole in 
Chamel-Row, Weſtminſter, and defir'd her to carry them to Mr. Dun, 
and get what ſhe could upon them; and being come, ſhe went into 
Mr. Dan s Parlour, and told Watkins that the Goods were ſtole, and ſhe 
lent 34. 55. upon them, and ſaid that ſhe afterwards acquainted Dun 
with it, who told her that he would ſend them to Holland, where they 
ſhould not be heard of. The Conſtable and other Evidences depoſed, 
that when they came to {earch his Houſe viith the Lord Chief Juſtices 
Warrant, he made an Oppoſition, and deny'd that there were any ſuch 
Things in his Houſe, which afterwards were found there, amongſt above 
Three Thouſand Pounds worth of Goods of all ſorts. The Fact being 
fully proved againſt them, the Jury found them Guilty. 

George Dun and Mary Dun were Indicted for buying a Gold Watch, 
and two Pearl Necklaces, the Goods of a Perſon unknown. being Stolen 
by Perſons unknown, they knowing the ſaid Goods to be ſtolen, The 
Indictement being naught, the Jury acquitted them. | 

John Dun was a ſecond time Indicted for buying 15 Dozen and a half 
of Scarlet Worſted Stockings, Value 704. the Goods of one Mr, Phillips. 
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who depoſed that the Goods were taken out of his Shop at the Red Lyon 
in Cornhil, and found part of the Goods, upon ſearch, in Dun's Houſe, 
who had diſpoſed of the reſt. Another Evidence ſaid, that one Tom 
Bell, brought the Goods to her, and ſhe carry'd them to Dun's and ſold 
them for 20/1. and that Dun afterwards fold part of the Goods to a Gen- 
tlewoman for 17 J. who carry'd them to Holland. It appeared that when 
the Conſtables came to ſearch his Houſe, he deny'd there was any ſuch 
things there, which were afterwards found. The Fact being fully prov'd 
againſt him, the Jury found him Guilty. 

The Trials being over, the Court Fined the ſaid Fo. Dun zool. for 
his firſt Offence, and 200 J. for the ſecond, and order d him to re- 
main in Cuſtody till he ſhould pay the fame- And Martha Watkins, 
his Maid, was Fined Five Marks, and alſo ordered to remain in Cuſto- 
dy till ſhe ſhould pay the fame. 

It happen'd not long ſince, that Two Shoplifters having ſtolen ſome 
Goods out of a Warehouſe in the City, where they pretended to buy 
ſuch as were ſhewed them, they immediately carried the ſaid Goods to 
a Pawn-Broker, who having given them Mony for the ſame, they went 
from him to another Ware houſe; where having ſtole ſome other Goods, 
(which doubtleſs they were alſo carrying to pawn n) the Perſon whoſe 
Goods they had airea: dy 1 rawn'd, having had * good luck to ſee them 
go by his Houſe avout an Hour or Two after they had robb'd him, ſtopt 
them; and Upon ſearch found avout them thoſe they had ſince ſtolen from 
one of his Neighbours; and having diſcover'd were they had pawn'd his, 
hewent with them to the Pawn-Broker's Houſe, where he had them again, 

And about a Year ago ſome Thieves having got into a Room in the 
firſt Story of a Gentleman's Houſe in Afoorfields, where they ſtole ſome 
Houſhold Goods that were in the ſaid Room, which t they put out at the 
Window ; they carry d them away; b ut he having toon after heard that 
one of the Thieves who had rovb'd him was taken, and that upon his 
having diſcover'd the reſt of his Gang, with whom he had committed 
many other Robberies, he was to be pardoned; he went to the Priſon 
where the ſaid Thief was, and having told him that he knew the Bro- 
ker's Name who had his Goods in Pawn, and that if he did not forth- 
with order them to be reſtor d, that very thing would hang him, not- 

vithſtanding {ſuch promiſe of his parcons he thereupon order'd the {aid 
Goods to be brought to a Publick Houic, where the ſaid Gentleman had 
them again. 

And at another tine Th rec pieces of Crape worth 151. having been 
ſtolen out of a Crape-Scourer's Shed near opel, a Warchouſe Man, 
to whom they did belong, hcaring that the Thief was taken upon Suſpi- 
cion and ſent to Newgale, he went thither to him, and upon promiſe 
that he would not be” ieverc in his Proſecution, if he might have his 
Goods again, the faid Thiet told him where the Pawn-Broker liv'd to 
whom he had ſold them tor 5 /. whereupon he went to the ſaid Broker, 
who denying the ſame, heſhevred him a Warrant trom a Juſtice of Peace 
to ſcarch his Houſe, but he prevented it by delivering him his ſaid Crape, 
without taking any thing tor the {ame, and the faid Thief was only 
Burnt in the Hand; which miſchiefs, a further Account whereof may be 


ſeen in moſt of the late Seſſions papers, it is hoped, will in a great meaſure 


be prevented by means of this Fund; where no Pawns will be taken in, 
but from Perſons whoſe Names, places of Abode, and good Reputation, 


| ſhall be known to the Officers receiving the lame; to the end that it ar 
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any time it ſhall happen that any of the Goods pawn'd therein have 
been ſtolen, the Thieves may be diſcover d as aforeſaid, p. 5. 

Any Perſon pawning Coods in this Fund, may immediately have near 
the full of their Value, after the Rate of One Farthing in the Pound per 
Week, which is but 5. 8s. 44. per (ent per Annum, and a Farthing 
more in the Pound fer Weck, for the Trouble an} Charge of the Lom- 
bard or Pawn-Offce; beſides what the Governors ſhall order to be taken 
for Warchouſe-Room, and other incident Charges on them, if they are 
Bulky, (which laſt Farthirg in the Pound per Weck, or any part thereof, 
may nevertheleſs be abated Ly the Officers of the ſaid Fund, if the Go- 
vernors think fit, as it is men ion'd in the aforeſaid p. 5 ) and ſhall alſo 
have Tickets for the ſame, wherein their Names, the Number of the 
Pawns, the Mony lent on them, with the Day of the Week, Month, 
and Year, ſhall be inſerted; ſo that the Owners of ſuch Pawns cannot 
be wrong d, tho in caſe they be not wiliing to be ſeen in any of the 
ſaid Offices, they ſhould ſend them there ly other Perſons: And as 
ſuch Tickets will empower the Bearers to have the Pawns therein men- 
tion'd deliver'd them upon demand, the Owners might borrow ſome- 
thing more on them from ſome of their Friends, who knowing that the 
full Value thereof is not to be had from the ſaid Fund, would not ſcru- 
ple to lend it, having ſuch Tickets put into their Hands for their 
Security; by which means neceſſitous Perſons may have the full Value 
of their Fawns to ſupply their Wants, which cannot be had when pawn'd 
to any Pawn-Broker: And tho' they muſt allow for Ware-houſe Room 
and other incident Charges as aforefaid, if they are bulky, it's no more than 
they muſt pay at other places, tho' they ſhould not pawn them; and 
perhaps they would not be ſo ſafe, and ſo well taken care of, as in the 
Warc-houſes of this Fund. 

And as the ſaid Fund is intended to Relieve, and not to Oppreſs any 
Perſon, it cannot reaſonably be imaꝑ in d, that the Governors, who can- 
not make any particular Advantage to themſelves by the Sale of Fawns, 
as Pawn-Brokers do, will cauſe any of them o be Sold without the 
Owners conſent, unleſs they ſee an abſolute neceſſity for it, to prevent 
them from periſhing, or the ſaid Fund from loſing by the fall of their 
Value: But if at any time the ſaid Owners would rather have them kept 
than ſold, they (upon paying back into the ſaid Fund ſo much of the 
Mony lent, as the ſaid Governors ſhall think fit) may have them 


kept unſold as long as they pleaſe. And as none of the Goods pawn'd 


in the ſaid Fund, are to be fold otherwite than at publick Sales to the 
higheſt Bidders, after a Month's publick notice given of the time and place 
of ſuch Sales, where the Owners, or ſome of their Friends may be pre- 
ſent, and by bidding themſelves, prevent any of them to be ſold for leſs 
than their Value, (tho? oftentimes at ſuch Sales things are ſold for more 
than they are really worth) they cannot be wrong'd, tho' ſuch Notice 
ſhould not come to their Knowledge, being to be paid upon demand 
whatſoever they ſhall be {old for more than the Mony lent on them 2 
mounts to, with the Pawn-Mony and other Charges. 

By means of this Fund, many Perſons, who oftentimes have Houſho!d 
Goods, wearing Apparel, and other things lying by them, for which having 
no occaſion, they would gladly ſell the fame, to buy ſuch as they want, 
(but do not know how to do it, ſo as to have full of their Value) might 
immediately be rid of them. and fupplied with Mony, by ſending them 


to pawn in the faid Fund, where, at their requeſt, the) might be 1o!d 
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at the next publick Sales; and have the remainder of what they ſhall 
yield more, at ſuch Sales, than the Mony lent amounts to, with the 
Pawn-Mony and other Charges, paid them upon demand. 

It will alfo be a very great conveniency and ſafety for Perſons of Qua- 
lity and others, that have occaſion to go out of Town; to depoſite, in 
the ſaid Fund, their Jewels, Plate, and other things of Value which they 
dare not carry with them, or leave at home, for fear of being robb'd; 
and as they might then Borrow ſomething on them; the Pawn- Mony 
they ſhould Pay for the ſame, would be as ſo much given to the Poor. 
It appears by the Dutch Slip, Printed in French, Dated the 16th of Funts 
1700. That the Queen Dowager of / oland, being minded to travel from 
Rome to Civita Vechia, did pawn, in the Lombard Office of Rome, for 
a ſmall matter, two Bexcs full of Jewels. and a Cask full of Gold. 
for fear they ſhould have been ſtolen in her Palace, during her Ab- 
lence. 

Many Manufacturers, and particularly Lendon Weavers and other Work- 
men, that kecp ſeveral Men at Work, are oftentimes much ſtreightned 
for Mony, either to pay their Journey Mens Wages, or to buy Guods to 
employ them, eſpecially at a dead time of the Year, or when Mony is 
ſcarce tobe had; and thereupon being forced to pawn ſome of the Goods 
they have made, for what Pawn-Brokers are pleas d to lend on them; 
or to ſell them for what they can get, tho to great los; they do not 
only Empoveriſh themſelves thereby, and turn away their Men, who 
for want of Work, do, with their Families, l ecome a burthen to the 
Puh lick; but it alſo ſpoils the Market, and diſcourages the ſaid Manu- 
factures; when as, if they could at any time be ſupplied with Mony up- 
on Pawns at ſuch caſte Rates as may be done Ly this Fund, they might 
not only continue to employ their Men, but alio ſell their Goods with 
conſiderable Profit, when ſuch dead time of the Year, or ſcarcity of 
Mony ſhould be over. 

Oftentimes poor Journey Men, at the Weeks end, have been forc'd 
to wait *till late at Night tor their Maſters coming home, to get their 
Wages to go to Market, to buy things neceſſary for themſelves and their 
Families, or fetch tlieir Clothes out of Pawn to go to Church the next 
Day; and rather than ſtand at their Maſters Doors, or in the Streets. 
eſpecially in wet or cold Weather, have |! cen Tippling and Gaming in 
ſome Pubi:ck Houſes hard by; and after having made themſelves Drunk, 
ſpent and loſt more Mony in ſuch Houſes than they were to receive, be- 
ſides running a- core there, getting an ill habit of Idleneſs and Vicious 
nels, and having waited ſeveral Hours for their Maſters, who had been 
diſappointed of the Mony they were to receive to pay them, (or were 
themſelves Tippling and Gaming in {uch other Houſes) have been torc d 
to go away without it; when as, if they or their Maſters might have 
been ſupply d with Mony for ſome few days, as may be done by this Fund, 
upon ſuch things as they could have beſt ſpared, they might all of them 
have gone home betimes to take care of their Families, and thereby a- 
voided falling into ſuch ill courſes. And whereas it hath been ſaid, that 
the raking ot ſuch low Rate as is propoicd to be taken for what fhall be 
Lent upon tawns of a ſmall Value, will hardly be ſufficient to pay 
tue Salaries of the Officers employ'd therein: It is Anſwered, That 
as for thoſe under the Value of Five or Ten Shillings, it would be a loſs 
rather than any profit to the ſaid Fund, if the ſaid Officers had nothing 
elſg to do; but as they muſt attend the taking in and delivering oor of 
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ſuch as are of a greater Value; it will not put the ſaid Fund to much 
more Charge than it would be at, if they were not taken in; and tho' it 
ſhould; as thoſe Pawns of a {mall Value do commonly belong to the 
poorer ſort of People, it would be a great piece of Charity to lend it 
them Gratis, were it not to keep the Accounts of the ſaid Fund in a re- 
lar manner, and that what ſhall be taken of them, will help to re- 
love others who are poorer than themſelves, and have nothing to 
Paven. | | 
Poor People who oftentimes have much ado to maintain themſelves 
And their Families, and are not able to buy Coals and other neceſſaries 
before hand; have, in hard Winters and times of War, endured a great 
deal of hardſhip, (if not perif.'d for want of them) when by the Rigour 
of the Seaſon of the Year, or the Decay of Trade, they could hardly get 
any thing towards their Sul ſiſtance; which Miſchiefs it is hoped will 
in a great meaſure be prevented ! y the Governors of this Fund's laying 
up ſuch quantities, as they ſhall think fit, into Store-houſes, when they 
are cheap; to be afterwards ſold by Retail at a cheap Rate to ſuch poor 
People when they are dear. 

By means of this Fund, many Families of decay'd Merchants, Tradeſmen, 
and other perſons, will be provided for; who giving ſuch Security in propor- 
tion to their Truſts, as is commonly taken from the London Bridge-Maſters, 
may as ſafely be employ'd as Rich Men; and by reaſon of their Experience 
in Trade and other things, will be more uſeful, and having no other buſineſs, 
will alſo be more careful, that they may be continu'd a long time in their 
places, or promoted into thoſe of higher degrees. And whereas it hath 
been ſaid, that ſuch great number of Officers will ſwallow up the greateſt 
part of what is intended to relieve poor People: It is Anſwered, That 

as the ſeveral things mentioned in the Propoſals cannot all be done at 
once; a {mall number of Officers will be ſufficient to begin the ſame, 
which afterwards may be encreaſed, as the ſaid Fund and the Buſineſs- 
thereof ſha]l encreaſe. 

It often happens, that many Perſons among the ordinary ſort of Peo- 
ple have Mony by them, which not knowing what to do with, as having 
no preſent occation ſor it (and being not willing to put it out at Intereſt, 
or lend it to ſome of their Relations or Friends for fear of loſing the 
ſame, or that they could not get it again when they ſhould want it) 
they hide it in the Ground, or in ſome private places of the Houſes where 
they live, where it hath often been found in their Life-time and 
kept from them, or occaſioned their being murthered or ill uſed ; and if 
tound after their Deaths, the Perſons they intended it for never had it; 
which miſchiefs may be prevented by this Fund: It being not doubted, 
that when ſuch Perſons thall be fully ſatistyed, that if they depolite their 
Mony there, it will be fate, and they at any time may have it out again, or 
any part thereof, when they ſtall think fit: They will rather chuſe to 
carry it thither (tho they ſhould have no Intereſt allow'd for the fare ) 
than to keep their Lord's Talent or Mony laid up in a Napkin, or hid in 
the Farth, and thereby incur his Wrath and Puniſhment, mention'd 
Matth. 25. and Lake 19. For as it might be lent out upon Pawns, the 
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il Poor would reap the Benefit of what ſhould be got by it ; by which 
1 means many {mall Sums of Mony, which are now uſeleſs in ſeveral Per- 
6 | ſons Hands, and together would amount to a very great Sum, might be 
by || brought into the laid Fund, | 


| 
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Many Perſons who make their laſt Wills or Teſtaments, do commonly 
keep them in ſome Cloſet, Trunk, or Cheſt, in the Houſes where the 
live, where being found at the time of their Death, by ſuch whoſe In- 
tereſt it is to burn or deſtroy the ſame, they do not fail to do it; which 
oftentimes hath occaſion d a great part of their Eſtates to be ſpent at 
Law, before it could be determin'd who ought to poſſeſ them (as it 
commonly happens when Perſons dic Inteſtate) and ſome of the Con- 
tenders having ruined themſelves and their Families and miſſed of it, 
have been provok'd to curſe their Memories; and thoſe who got the 
fame, having thereby been rais'd above their Education, have only ob- 
tain'd a more eminent Place to diſcover their Follies, and make ſport for 
others for a little while, and then come down again into the {ame ſtate 
as they were before, and ſometimes into a much worſe, and the Poor 
have loſt what was left them by ſuch Wills or Teſtaments: All which 
Miſchiefs may be prevented hy means of this Fund, by the Teſtators de- 
politing there, their laſt Wills and Teſtaments; where, for the Poors 
ſake; the Governors will take care that they be well preſerv'd and ful- 
filld. 

It often happens, That many Perſons who are wrongfully Arreſted, 
or detain'd in Priſons, and other places of Gonfinement within the afore- 
ſaid Pariſhes, are arbarouſly uſed or of preſſed there, as commonly they 
are in all or moſt of the Mad-Houtcs, where ſeveral Perſons that are well 
in their Senſes are ſometimes trapt in, and us'd as if they were really Mad, 
by the contrivance of the Kecpers of ſuch Houies, and of ſome of their Re- 
lations that are minded to be rid ot them, or enjoy their Eſtates; as it hath 
lately happen'd to a Gentlewoman mention'd in the Review, Dated the 
8th of Fune, 1706. And ſuch as might be recover d from their Lu- 
nacy (as ſeveral] have been by the care of their Friends, who having 
put them into ſuch Houſes where they were abuſed, and themſelves 
ſcarce permitted to {ee them; have aftervwa 


vards taken them out again, as 
it were by force) are ſometimes utterly ruin'd hy the Covetouſneſs 
of the Keepers of (uch Houſes, who being allow'd conſiderably for 
their keeping, whereby they get their Livelihood and enrich them- 
ſelves; are not careful to get them cured, but rather by ſtarving, beat- 
ing, or forcing them to take things contrary to what they ſhould have, 
make them quite mad; ſo chat ar laſt their Friends are forc'd to al- 
low a Penſion to keep them the reſt of their days; or if they are paid 
a certain Sum of Mony for it, they do not care how ſoon they die, that 
they may be rid of them: And it hath been obſerv d, that ſeveral Per- 
ſons have often been carry'd dead out of ſuch Houſes; which Cruelties 
it is hoped will in a grear meaſure be prevented, by the Governors of 
this Fund ſending, from time to time, be of their Officers, with ſuch 
other lerſons as they think fit, to viſit all the Perſons confin d as atore- 
ſaid, in order to their Relief, if they are wrong'd or oppreſs'd, or want 
things neceſſary for their Subſiſtance, or to procure their Diſcharge. 
Whatever People may think of this piece of Charity as ill beſtow'd,

Temptation. and deliver him from that Evil. 
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« Bleſſed of my Father, inherit the Kingdom prepared for you from the Foun- 
dation of the World: For ] was an hungry, and ye gave me meat; I was 
thirſty, and ye gave me drink; naked, and ye cloathed me; I was ſick, 
and ye viſited me. Priſoners, alas! have often all theſe needs, and in 
a very great degree, and therefore are included certainly ; and not in- 
cluded only, but certainly mentioned; I was in Priſon, and ye came un- 
to me; where by coming muſt he meant coming to purpoſe, coming 
to chear the afflicted, comfort the diſtreſſed, raiſe the diſconſolate, by 
good Advice, and friendly Admonition, but certainly coming to relieve 
them in their ſeveral neceſſities; as is plain from the Reaſon of the 
thing it ſelf, as alſo from the Duties and good Offices 'tis join'd with, 
To thoſe who think theſe Offices of viſiting, and comforting, and 
« helping Priſoners ill teſtowed, and time ill ſpent; let them read the 
« reſt of the 25th Chapter of St. Matthew, from the 41ſt to the 46th 
« Verſe, where they ſhall meet with that left-handed Sentence which at 
« Jaſt will overtake them. 
A Perſon who came from beyond Sea to this City, where having no 
other Acquaintance than a Merchant that owed him ſome Mony, he ap- 
ly'd himſelf to the ſaid Merchant; who, inſtead of paying him what 
* owed, caus'd him to be Arreſted an put in Priſon, pretending he 
was in his Debt; in which Priſon the ſaid Stranger might have remain- 
ed a long time and periſhed, if another Perſon that knew him, and was 
then in Town, had not heard of it: Who eing come to the Priſon to in- 
quire into the matter, and finding that he was wrongfully Arreſted, Bail'd 
him out, and caus'd the ſaid Merchant to be immediately Arreſted and 
put into the ſame Priſon; who thereupon ſinding that the ſaid Stranger, 
whom he wrongtully detain'd there, was Bail'd out, and had a Fricnd 
to ſtand by him, did acknowledge his fault, and paid him his Mony. 
The Caſe ot this Stranger hath often been that of many other Perſons, of 
which a long Catalogue might. te made, but for Brevity this only 
is mention d. When mens Misfortunes have reduced them to that 
« lamentavle- place, ({uirh again Doctor Fleetwood*) 
* Tnthe 25th Pare <« jt is great Charity to kecp them there from pe- 
of kis aforeſaid Fer- c if} . b 'S 14 d H "PIR | 1 
* riining by Cold end Hunger; but it is greater far 
to get them out again, both to the publick and 
« particulars: The King hath loſt a Subject, the Government a Hand, 
the Corporation perhaps an uſeful Member, but to be ſure the Family 
has loſt the means of its *ubliſtance; the Wife has loſt ker Head, and 
the Children a Parent and Provider, and Five or Six perhaps are bleſt 
in a Releaſe, when One alone is profitted by Alms in an Impriſon— 
ment: And beſides that, ſuch Reicuſe may be of good Effect to the 
Priſoner's Spiritual concern, to the benefit of his Soul alſo, tor 1 tear 
the Nature and Condirion of thole places of Continement are too like 
the little Images of Hell, not only in their Chains and Darkneſs, but 
in thoſe dreadtul Oaths and Execrations, thoſe raging Blaſphemies and 
Frophanations of all things Sacred, with all the curicd train of Lewd- 
nets imaginale; oh! *ris a feartul uſe they make of their Afflictions; 
there's many a Man, they ſay, goes in both juſt, and honeſt, and reli- 
gious, but unfortunate, that comes out, or abides therein after ſome 
time, a Fiend Incarnate, a Devil in human Shape, prepared tor every 
« ſort of Villany; and therefore, even in this Reſpect, it is a mighty 
piece of Charity to releaſe a Priſoner vetimes, to lead him out of that 
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Many Perſons, whoſe Right is unjuſtly detain'd by ſuch as are able to 
fatishe them, are often ruin'd with their Families, for want of a ſpeedy 
Alliſtance to recover the ſame ; for if they cannot get what is due to 
them, they cannot pay what they owe to others; which oftentimes oc- 
caſions them to le Arreſted hy ſome of their Credirors who do not know 
their Incapacity; which obliges them to defend themſelves at Law as 
long as they can, to avoid going to Priſon, where at laſt they mult lye 
and periſh, if they cannot get Satisfaction for what is detained from them 
as aforeſaid, (or te relieved by Charitable Perſons) which their Oppreſ- 
ſors matter not, hoping that they being thus diſabled, will never be in a 
Capacity to force it out of their Hands; which Miſchiefs may, by means 
of this Fund, be prevented, upon Application made to the Governors, 
as it is mention'd in the Propoſals (p. 6.) it being not dou' ted, that 
when ſuch Oppreſſors find that the Perſons they would oppreſs may have 
Friends to ſtand hy them, and eſpouſe their Cauſe, (as Fob did, who 


ſearched cut the Cauſe that he knew not, brake the Faws of the wicked, 


and pluck'd the ſpoil out of his Teeth, Fob 29. 16.) they will rather 
chuſe to do them Juſtice, than expoſe themie)yes to Le pu lickly known 
to be ill Men, and there'-y loſe their Credit and good Reputarion: And 
it is not doubted, that all Perſons who ſhall thus be relieved, will chear- 
fully give to the ſaid Fund . conftiiera'le part of what they ſhall recover, 
to ena le the ſaid Governors to relieve others in the like caſes. 

The Eſtabliſhing of Frec-Schools in ſeveral of the aforeſaid Pariſhes, for 
the Education of poor Peoples Children,and teaching them to Read, Write, 
Caſt Accounts, and Work, and putting {ome of them out to be Apprentices, 
will not only prevent them from being afterwards burthenſome to the 
Publick, but will alſo cauſe them to be more Godly. * The Benefits of 
Education (as is further ſaid by Doctor Feetwoodx ) 

* are too great to be forgotten here, and too well * 7» the 23d Page 
knowa to be inſiſted long upon; Nature brings forth iT Kr 7 ae 
the Creature, but Education makes the Man; we 

are Born reaſonable, but whether we ſtall reaſon well or ill, depends 
upon our bringing up, and upon that the whole felicity of our Life. It 
is not expected that whilſt we are Children, we ſheuld love theſe ad- 
vantagious Gifts, and praiſe their good Bencfactors and Beſtowers; 
but *twould be very hard, ungratetul and unkind, if when we arc 
Men, and feel the Benefits, we ſhould be backward to recount theſe 
Works with Praiſc and Honour, And whercas it hath been ſaid that 
there are many Charity Schools already Eſtabliſhed within the aforeſaid 
Pariſhes: It is anſwered, That ſeveral others are ſtill wanting, and there 
cannot be too many. 

The ſweeping and cleaning the Streets and other places within the 
faid Parithes, will not only employ a great number of poor People, but 
will alſo very much contribute to the Health of the Inhabitants and other 
Perſons walking therein; who, by reaſon of the Scavingers leaving the 
Dirt a long time in the ſaid Streets and other places, before they take it 
up and carry it away, are apt to catch cold at their Feet, which often 
occaſions Agues and other Diſtempers, befides daſhing and ſpoiling ſeveral 
Perſons Clothes and Shop-keepers Goods, and cauſing the Houſes to be 
more dirty than they would be; for which reaſon much Sand is uſed, where- 
by the Sinks, Drains, and Common Shores are often filbd or topp'd, and. 
the River of Thames annoy'd; (the clearing whereof is no {nail Charge 


to this City) which Inconveniences may, by means of this Fund, be reme- 
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died, for as ſoon as the aforeſaid poor People ſhall have ſwept the Dirt 
and Duſt into heaps early in the Morning, the Scavingers will find them- 
ſelves o liged to take it up and carry it away; by which means all naſty 
Filth and ill Smell will not only be See Fur the bad Pavements of 
the Streets, Lanes, &. being diſcovered, it will occaſion them to be 
oftner mended, or better pav d, whereby the fall of many Perſons, who 
ſometimes hurt themſelves, will be prevented. 


The great Num ers of Beggars, which are not only a great Scandal to 
Chriſtianity, | ut alſo to the Governmen:, arc ſotrou'leſome in and about 


+ this City, that ſeldom any Body can ſtop a moment to talk about Buſineſs, 


without being interrupted by ſome of them, ho alſo are a very great hin- 
drance to Shop-keepers and many other Perſons, at whoſe Doors or Shops 
they are continually begging all the day long, and oftentimes give ill words, 
if one refuſe to give them; which Miſchiefs, it is hoped, will effectually be 
prevented, by the Gov: rnors employing ſome of the aforeſaid poor Peo- 
ple, by whom the Streets ſ-all be ſwept. to take them up and carry them 
to one of the Work-houtes of this Fund. which ſhall be particularly ap- 
pores to confine then in, untill ſuch time that an Account ſhall have 

een taken of what they ate, and where they dwell, ſo as to know them 
again, to be puniſhed accorꝭ ing to Law as incorrigible Rogues and ſturdy 
Beggars; if after having been provided for, and diſcharged out of the 
ſaid Work-Houſc, they ſhall te found tegging again in any of the afore- 
ſaid Pariſ-es and brought thither a ſecond time; which puniſhment they 
now avoid; for after having Leen taken up at one end of the Town and 
diſcharged, they go begging again in ſome other part where they are not 
known, 

The making of Walks in the Avenues of this City, (as it is done in 
ſeveral Cities and other places beyond Sea at the publick Charge) will 
not only be a great Ornament to it, but will alſo employ a great num- 
ber of poor People, and very much contribute to the Health of the In- 
havirants, eſpe ially ſuch as are pent up ſeveral days to work in a {mall 
compaſs ot Room, which rhey cannot continue long to do without taking 
the Air, And as there will Le ſeveral Rows of Trees planted all along 
the ſaid Walks, which will le a ſhelter from the Rain. and ſhade from 
the Sun to ſuch as ſſ all walk under them; it is not doubted that in con- 
ſideration thereof, tefides the pleaſure of walking in the ſaid Walks, 
which will be conſtantly kept ſmooth and dry with firm Gravel, a great 
number of Perſons, and particularly of the Journeymen and Workmen 
of all Trades, will readily contriꝭ ute to the ſaid Fund, according to their 
ſeveral Abilities: And if ſuch Journeymen ſhould but leave the value of 
Two or Three days of their Work in their Maſters hands, to be applicd 
to that uſe, (which would not hurt them, they often ſpending much 
more when they meet together, and go abroad to divert themſelves) it 
would ſoon amount to a conſiderable Sum, and enable the Governors to 


procced therein in a ſtort time, to which doubtleſs many of the Gentry 


would alſo readily contri-ute, conſidering the pleaſure they might have 
in riding ſometimes à out the ſaid Walks in their Coaches to take the 
Air, as it is practiſed in ſeveral parts | eyond Sea. And whereas it hath 
been ſaid. that moft of the Grounds where ſuch Walks might be made, 
(which formerly belonged to this City, and wherein many of the Citt- 
zens uſed to Recreate . with Bows and Arrows, ) are now in the 
Hands of ſome Perſons to whom this City hath granted long Leaſes 
who perhaps will not part with them, or ſo much thereof as — a 
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neceſſary to make the ſaid Walks in, unleſs they may have a great deal 
more than it is worth, or they can make of it. It is anſwered, 
That as there hath often been Remedies, where Paſſages which were ne- 
ceſſary for the pub lick Good wre denied, this alſo may ve Rewedied 
by an Act of Parliament, which way extend to wake the power of the 
ſaid Governors, in the Execution of all or anv of the things a'-ove-men- 
tion d, wherein they may. meet with Difficulties, more effectual. 

And as to the High-ways, tho' they are mended every Summer, yet 
every body knows, that for a Mile or Two roune this ity, the ſame, 
and the Ditches hard by, are comr only ſo full-of Naſtn-ſs and ſtinking 
Dirt, that oftentimes, many Perſons, who have occalion to come in or 
go out of Town, are forced to ſtop their Noſes to avoid the ill ſmelt 
occaſion d by it; and beſides that, as the Dirt is deep in ſome places 
which are full of holes, it often occaſions Horſes to ſtumb le or fall, and 
Carts to overturn, wherel:y ſometimes Goods are ſpoiled, and ſeveral 
Perſons hurt, if not kill d: All which Miſchiefs and Annoyances may 
not only be prevented by means of this Fund, but many poor Perſcns 
Employed in cleaning the ſaid Ditches, and keeping the ſaid High- 
ways in good Repair all the Year long, which may afterwards be a 
pattern for repairing all the Roads in England, and à conſtint Em- 
ployment for ſuch poor People. And as it will be a great Advamage to 
many Perſons who have often occaſion ro Travel, or keep Coaches, Wag- 
gons, Carts, Drays, or Horſes, it is hoped, that in conlideration there- 
of, they will all of them cheertully contri-ute to the ſaid Fund. 

By means of this Fund, the Inhabitants of the aforeſaid Pariſhes will 
not only be freed from the Charge of maintaining ſuch of their poor as 
ſhall be provided for by the Governors, or employed as atoreſaid, but 
many Families will be prevented from becoming poor and burthenſome 
to the Publick, by the Oppreſſions and evil Practices ot the above-men- 
tion d Pawn-Brokers and other ill Men that devour their Subſtance, or 
occaſion their Ruin. And as the Hoſpitals and Work Houſes of this 
Fund are intended to be placed in the Avenues of the aforeſaid Walks, 
it will be a very great Encouragement to many pious and charitable Per- 
ſons to make conſiderable Gifts to the ſaid Fund; when as often as they 
ſhall have occaſion to walk out of Town to iake the Air, they will have 
the ſatisfaction to ſee many poor People at Work, or plentifully pro- 
vided for, belides hearing the Word of God read and preached un- 
to them, to the great Reformation of their looſe and diſorderly way 
of living; (a moſt happy Change both to themſelves and the pub lick) 
there being now ſeveral that live more like brute Beaſts than Chrittians, 
{ſpending their Time, and the Alms given them, in Idleneſs, Drunken» 
neſs, and other Debaucheries, beli.les walking, ſtanding, and lying down 
in the Streets, and at Church Doors on Sundays full of Rags and Naſti- 
neſs, without going into any Church, where they are not fit to appear 
in that Condition, with their Scabs and Sores which they might toon 
get Cured, but preferve or make on purpoſe to ind uce charita le People 
to beſtow Alms on them; for which reaſon they alſo expoſe ſuch De- 
tormities as they have, which ottentimes is very prejudicial to the Chil- 
_ of ſome Women that look on them when they are big with 

id, 

It often happens that the pour of the Out- pariſhes, where they are 
in great numbers, are not ſo well taken care of as they ought to be, by 
*caion that oftentimes ſome of the Church-wardens and Overſcers or 
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the Poor, having much buſineſs of their own, (which if they ſhould neg- 
let might occaſion their Ruin) cannot ſo well look after them as other- 
wiſe they would and ought to do: And oftentimes there are Perſons put 
into thoſe Offices who are not fit to execute the ſame, being not choſen 
for their good Oualities or Abilities, or becauſe they are better Men than 
others, but in courſe and order according to the Houſes they live in, or 
by their ſtanding and continuance in their Pariſes, And beſides that, they 
are limited in thoſe Offices, and receiv? their Laws, as wellas their Sup- 
lies from the Neighbourhood that chuſe them; and tho' they are & 
liged to keep Men from ftarving (if complaint be made) yet they are 
frequently over-charged with the number of the poor they are to take 
care of; which to be well look d after, would require the Application of 
ſome other Perſons, that would make it more their Buſineſs than the 
iaid Church-Wardens and Overſcers of the Poor commonly do, who, 
ſometimes by miſapplying the Meny intended for their Relief, or often 
feaſting themſelves at the Pariſh Charge, bring it into Debt, which oc- 
caſions the poors Rate to be raiſed on the Pariſhioners, who pay it 
grudgingly. being ſenſible that the Poor are little the better for it. All 
which Miſchiefs, it is hoped, will be remedied by means of this Fund, 
when the Governors ſhall have a true Account brought them from time 
to time ot all the Poor living in cach of the ſaid Pariſhes, and of what is 
allow'd to every of them, and allo of what hach been raiſcd in, and 
given to the ſaid Pariſhes towards their Subſiſtance or Relief; it being 
not doubted that by the ſaid Governors eniploying {ume of their Officers 
to viſit the ſaid Poor at their reſpective Dwellings, they will ſoon find 
out ways to rclieve them better than they are now, (without putting 
the Pariſhioners 10 any farther Charge than what they ſhall voluntarily 
contribute) and therchy prevent ſuch of the ſaid poor as are Sickly, Lame, 
Blind, or incapable of getting their Livelihood, from going about the 
Streets to beg their Bread (when oftentimes they have more need to be 
at home in their Beds, if they have any,) complaining that they are fore d 
to do it, being allow d but 64. 124. or 184 a Week in their Pariſhes, 
which is hardly ſufficient to keep a Dog alive 
By means ot this Fund, the Taxes gathered in all the aforeſaid Pa- 
riſhes might be Collected, without putting any of the Pariſhioners to 
that trouble, who ottentimes do it againit their Wills, and complain that 
it occaſions much of the loſs of their Time and neglect of their Buſineſs, 
beſides Expences : For as there will he occafion to employ many Officers 
in the buſineſs of this Fund, the Governors, to whom they muſt give 
Security for the diſcharge ot their Truſts, might employ ſome of them to 
gather all the ſaid Taxes; each Pariſh allowing ſomething in the Pound 
to the ſaid Fund towards their Sallaries; by which means the Trouble 
and Charge of gathering the ſame would be equally born by every Ta- 
jiſhioner, in proportion to what he is Rated at; and beſides that, as the 
Accounts of the ſaid Fund are to be ballanced every Monday, all Fer ſons 
what ſocver might have the ſatisfaction to know how much of the ſaid 
Taxes are received every Weck, and how much paid, and to whom, and 
for What uſe, which would prevent much of the ſaid Mony from being 
miſapplied, and would occaſion a great many Perſons to contribute 
more willingly than they do, towards the Relief of the poor of their Ja- 


alt or the building of Hoſpitals and Work-Houſes fit to entertain 
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In a ſmall Book, Fntituled, Some Letters containing an Account of what 
feemed moſt Remarkable in Switzerland, Italy, ec. Written by Doctor Gilbert 
Burnet (the preſent Lord Biſhop of Salisbury) Printed at Rotterdam in the 
Year 1686. It is amongſt other things mentioned, p. 49- concerning the 
Canton of Zurick, viz. They have many Hoſpitals well entertained, in one, as I 
was told, there were 650 Poor kept; but as they ſupport the real Charities 
which belong to ſuch Endowments, ſo they deſpiſe that vain Magnificence of 
Buildings, which is too generally affected elſewhere; for theirs is very plain, 
and one of the Government there ſaid to me very ſenſibly, That they thought 
it enough to maintain their Poor as Poor, and did not judge it proper to 
Lodge them as l rinces. 

By means of this Fund, a great number of Perſons, who oftentimes 
are Arreſted for ſmall Debts (which ſoon after become great ones, as 
is hereafter mentioned by the aforeſaid Mr. Firmin) might be prevent- 
ed from being utterly ruin'd by ſuch Arreſts, as commonly they are; 
for inſtead of being carried into common Priſons for the ſame, (where, 
after having lived a long time idly and miſerably upon the Charity of o- 
ther Perſons, they are in a worſe Condition when _ are diſcharged 
out than when they went in, not knowing what to do for a Livelihood: 
They might be carried by the Officers Arreſting them, into ſome of the 
Work-Houſes of this Fund, to be confined there until ſuch time that by 
ſuch Work as they can do, or ſliould be employed in, together with the 
aſſiſtance of ſome of their Relations and Friends, they could get Mon 
to ſatishe their De ts; by which means _ good Workmen, who, it 
they would but Work, might live Comfortably and Honourably in the 
World with their Families, (but being idle will not do it ſo long as they 
have Mony in their Pockets, or can get any to ſpend with their Com- 
panions at Tippling and Ga:ning Houles, or run themſelves a ſcore there) 
would be prevented from wandering about to loſe their Time and ſpend 
their Mony in idle Courſes, whereby they become poor and miſerable, 
and their Families a Burthen to the Publick: For when they know that 
they will be expos'd in {uch Work-Houſes as idle Perſons, and forced to 
Work to maintain themſelves there and pay their Debts; they will ra- 
ther chuſe to become good Husbands and work at home, or with their 


Maſters, to keep theniſelves out of Debt, and the: eby preſerve their Credit 


and godd Reputation. 


Several Objections Anſwer'd, beſides thoſe a- 


bove mention'd. 


It having been ſzid, that a; Charity hath often been abus d. many Perſons 
' Will be backward in contributing to this Fund, unleſs they can be ſa- 


tig d. that whatſuever ſhall be given or lent to it, ſhail not be Em- 
bezelled or M:ſapplied. 


It is anſwer d, That conſidering the Manner how the ſaid Fund is to be manag'd, (as 
may be ſeen by the Propoſals) it will be moraliy impoſſible that any Fraud can be com- 
muted, without being immediately diſcover d and remedy'd ; rhe Accounts being to be 


ballanc'd

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Ballanc'd every Monday, and Exam n'd at the beginning of every Lunary Month through- 
out the Year, and Liberty given to any of the Aldermen of this C ty (whether they be 


Contributors or not) to Ex:mine the ſame at any t me, ard be preſent at i or any of the 
Meetings of the Governors, who, as well as their Offcers, are to make Oath, or ſolemn 
Affirmation, tliat they will faithfully perform the Truſts in them repos'd ; Rewards being 


alſo to be given to any Perſon or Perſons, by whom any Fraud committed, or intended to be 


committed to the prejudice ot the ſaid Fund, ſtall be diſcover d: And beſides, that 23 
the ſaid Governors are to be yearly choſen, if any of them ſtiould be ſo careleſs as to neg- 
lect the buſineſs of the ſa:d Fund, which there is no reaſon to believe, being all oblig'd to 
perform their Truſts under ſuch Penalri's s they ſhall agree to lay upon themſelves and 
their Othcers, (as aforeſaid, p. 3.) they wovld not be choſen again at another time of E- 
lect. on; and if they were, it would be the fauit of the Electore, who doubtleſe will rake 
care, that the Mony by them Charitably given, as well os by other Charitable Perſons, be 
not Embezell'd or MH ply' d, and to that Ed Elect end Chuſe, as near as they can, no 
other Perſons to be Governors of this Fund, than ſuch as Jerhro, Meſcs Father- in- law, 
adviſed him to chuſe, viz. Able Men, {rib as fear Cor, Ven of Truth, hatin« Cx eto 


neſs, Exod 18. 21. and not chiefy v confideration of their Riches, as it is roo often 


cone in ſeveral other caſes : {many Perſons getting their Wealth by evil Practiſes and Op- 


reſſion) for as the Pſalmiſt ſays (Pja!, 12.) The wicked walk on every ſide, when the vileſt 
n are exalted, 


It having further been ſaid, that as no Salaries are to be allow'd to the 


Governors of thi: Fund, ſew | erſons will be willing to accept of that 


Truſt, ſo that it will be difficult to get Four and Twenty to wadertake the 
ſame. | 


It is anſwer d, that as the ſaid Governors will have little or no trouble in the Manage- 
ment of the Buſineſs of the ſaid Fund, having fo mary Officers is they ſhall think fit to 
act under them, who muſt all be paid for their labour and pains ; and cht none hut ſuch 
Perſons as are well to paſs in the World (tho perhaps not ſo Rich as others) and are 
not too much clog'd w. th Buſineſs, or oblig*d to go aſten out of Town, are likely tobe 
choſen Governors, It car not reaſe nab y be ii in d, that ſuch Perſons who profeſs any 
Religion, and will be choſen only for a Venti ſerve in that Office, of which any of thera 
may be diſcharged when he pleiſes (as aforeſa d. p. 2) would, to the ſcandal ot that Re- 
ligion they profeſe. be ſo void f Honour, Charity and Generoſity, as to refuſe to ſerve ſuch 
ſho t time in ſo Charitable a Concern (whereby they will have an opportunity to /et their 
Light ſo ſhine be ſore Men, that they ſee ug their rood i ore, may plorifte their Father which tis 
in Heater, as our Saviour enjoins At 5, 10.) without being paid for it, as if they 
were mercenary Men, and living in this Worid for no other End than to be Curſed as the 
Fig- tree was, — having been found withour Fruit, when it was not without Leaves, 


It having further been ſaid, that unleſs the Governors of this Fund be In- 
corporated, many erſons will be ſcrupulous to lend their Mony there, 
by reaſon they would not know wi.0 t» Sue for it, in caſe the Notes

And beſides that, 
there is little Rea{n to fear that the {iid Governors, who are not to meddle with any part 
of the Mony, but to take care (as Truſtees) that none of it be Imbezell'd or Miſapply'd, 
the fame! eing all to e eceiv d ard Pd by ſuch Officers only as ſl. all be appointed ſor 
that purpoſe, and muſt give Security for the faithful Diſcharge of their Truſts) will ſuf- 
fer any Perſon to be d ſappointed in the payment of any Note of this Fund, tho* they
